The accident happened on North Main 
street about 300 feet north of the corner of 
Poor street. The operator of the street car, 
Dermon Baxter of Haverhill, told Motor- 
cycle Officer David Gillespie of Andover that 
he was going in the direction of Andover at 
the time and that he did not see Wade until 
the car was upon him. He said that the man 
was apparently walking along the tracks at 
the time. 

At the spot where the accident occurred the 
tracks are laid along the easterly side of the 
road. When struck by the car Wade fell 
toward the sidewalk on that side of the street 
and the wheels on only one side of the car 
passed over his body. ~ 

He was still alive when the Andover fire 
department ambulance arrived, and Officer 
Gillespie accompanied him to the Lawrence 
General hospital. He was pronounced dead 
upon admittance and the body was placed in 
the hospital morgue. Medical examiner Dr. 
Victor A. Reed viewed the body and said that 
death had been directly due to loss of blood 
and shock. 


The body remained unidentified for only a 
short while, James J. Finnegan who was in 
charge of the City home was notified and 
identified it as Wade’s. Deceased had been 
living at the City home for the past three 
months. He formerly resided on Methuen 
street, Lawrence, and was a paper-maker by 
trade.

Union Meeting for Thanksgiving and 
Praise at South Church—Address to 
Younger and Older Generations 


The Union Thanksgiving service was held 
yesterday in the South church. Rev. Alfred 
C. Church of the Free church conducted the 
service. Mr. Barr, organist of the South 
church, was at the organ and Robert V.| 
Deyermond of Christ church choir sang a solo. 
The two ministers of the South church gave 
“messages”’ to the older and younger genera 
tions. 

Rey. Frank R. Shipman spoke as follows 


A Thanksgiving Message to the Younger 
Generation 

For many a year the sermons of this day 
have been messages of patriotic good cheer | 
and I could easily make my sermon one of the | 
many others. But I am charged today to give 
a message to the younger generation, and it 
occurs to me that for them—that is, for the 
young people between eighteen and twenty 
eight—the word “patriotism” does not have 
the same ring that it has for me. 


I hope that I am keen-eyed enough to 
realize that this is not strange. Since 1914 
we are aware what crimes can be committed 
in the name of patriotism. Of recent months 
we have learned how Mr. Shearer went to 
Geneva to labor not for preparedness but for 
his ship-building employers. The Senate has | 
taught those who did not know it before, that 
“patriotism” and “protective tariff’ have 
little in common except that both words 
begin with “p”’. Personally I believe that re- 
searches in poison gas ought to continue; but 
it chills one in his belief when he learns that 
the chemical lobby in Washington is the body 
that is most enthusiastic for poison gas. 
Instances like these spring up like a host. No 
wonder that modern youth is a little “hard 
boiled’’ about patriotism. Some of them are 
intellectual enough to want to drop the word 
altogether and to substitute ‘‘nationalism” 
forit. 


| 


It is not true, however, as some of you may 
think, that the word “patriotism” is under 
suspicion for the first time in its history. Old 
Dr. Johnson said, before there was ever such a 
nation as the United States, “ Patriotism is 
the last refuge of a scoundrel."’ At the time 
he said it, a man named Edmund Burke was 
living in his own country, and one named 
George Washington on this side of the ocean, 
So then it appears that, even while patriotism 
is the last refuge of a scoundrel, it may be the 
first dwelling-place of a true man, We should 
not forget this, for it remains so from age to 
age. I am not counselling you of the younger 
generation to forget that patriotism is a 
happy hunting-ground for the profiteer. Too 
often it is stocked with selfishness and greed 
and stupidity. It is also true that the nation- 
alism which played a useful part in the devel- 
opments of the nineteenth century is in| 
danger to being a foe to the progress of the 


| them,”

The tragedy, “Hamlet”, perhaps Shake 
speare’s best known and best liked play, was 
presented in the First Quarto Version, the 
text first used by Shakespeare before an 
Elizabethan audience. It was the policy of 
playwrights of the early periods of the drama 
to keep their text from publication as long as 


| possible, and “ Hamlet”’, written in 1596, was 


not published until some professional copyist 
in 1603 succeeded in securing it for the First 
Quarto. The quartos were large sheets of 
paper, folded four times and bound into book 
form; the Folios, which were printed much 
later, contained sheets folded only twice. As 
Shakespeare changed his play to suit his 
actors and the wants of his audiences, other 
editions came into existence; the Second 
Quarto, almost twice the size of the first, 
containing many passages that did not appear 
in the earlier presentation of the tragedy, was 
issued in 1604; the First Folio, containing all 
except “Pericles” of the thirty-seven of 
Shakespeare's plays written until the time of 
the Folio’s publication in 1623, gave a version 
even longer, taking over five hours to present. 

The First Quarto is used on the modern 
stage because of its brevity and its swift 
action and dramatic force. Ben Greet kept the 
simplicity of the Elizabethan stage through- 
out, using no scenery and few properties, 
consisting of the inner stage, the throne, and 
a few chairs. Elizabethan, rather than Dan- 
ish, costumes were employed because in 
Shakespeare's time the actors appeared in 
contemporary dress. The Ben Greet players 
are famed for their ability to create a Shake- 
spearian atmosphere, and to keep the sense of 
Shakespearian presence. 


In many places the changes to the older 
text were startling in their difference from the 
familiar form. Hamlet's soliloquys are com- 
pletely altered, the popular favorite begin- 
ning “How all occasions do inform against 
me” being entirely omitted. Even the famous 
““O, that this too, too solid flesh would melt”, 
and “To be or not to be" appear in recog- 
nizable but completely different forms. 


The later poetry of the play was disre- 
garded, and attention was paid only to the 
swiftness of the rising and falling action and 
to the maintenance of intense dramatic force.

Concerning Open Season for Deer- 


Hunting 

The open season for deer-hunting in 
Massachusetts will commence at sunrise on 
Monday, December 2nd and will close at 
sunset on Saturday, December 14th accord- 
ing to a statement issued today by Director 
William C, Adams of the State Division of 
Fisheries and Game. 

The season in Plymouth County extends 
only during the first week or from December 
2nd to 7th both dates inclusive. This is the 
result of the special law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature. 

Only one deer may be taken by each 
hunter during the season and a written re- 
port must be sent to the Director within 
24 hours of the killing giving Cea ia data 
as to when and where the deer is killed and 
the sex. It is very important that each 
hunter make this written report direct to the 
State House. 

No deer or part thereof which is taken in 
this State can be bought or sold. 

Only shotguns can be used. The use of 
rifles, revolvers or pistols on any kind of 
game during the deer week or their possession 
in the woods is strictly forbidden. 

To prevent the loss of life or serious injury 
to hunters, great care must be exercised by 
all who enter the woods during the deer 
week, Hunters should make absolutely cer- 
tain of what they are shooting at before a gun 
is discharged. The firing at distant, moving 
objects is a hazardous practice bordering on 
criminal negligence. 

No hunting dogs are to be used for hunt- 
ing, taken into the woods or allowed to roam 
at large during the deer week. It is pro 
hibited to use artificial lights or any other 
device for the purpose of enticing, ensnaring 
or taking deer. 

The Director of the Division of Fisheries 
and Game is now charged with the approval 
of all claims against the Commonwealth for 
damage caused by wild deer and money used 
for that purpose is a deduction from the 
revenue derived from sporting and trapping 
licenses. During the year 1928 nearly $12,000 
was paid by the Commonwealth for these 
deer damage claims and it was in an effort 
to reduce this amount of damage that a 
longer open season was prov ided 

The greatest amount of damage is done in 
the five Western counties of the State where 
large herds of deer congregate and period 
ically raid the farmers’ orchards and crops 

Therefore, the five western counties should 
| afford the best deer hunting during the sea 
}son and in addition large numbers of deer 
had been reported in Plymouth County 
although there has been no corresponding 
claims for deer damage received from that 
| county possibly due to the absence of large 
agricultural operations

societies;whose timid nationalism would have 
been well enough in the last century but is 
badly belated in this. At the same time and 
nevertheless, along with your reasonable 
impatience there is a present-day peril, it 
seems to me, of being cheaply cynical about 
patriotism in general and about the World 


that another war ought to be made impos 
ible. It is right to insist on peace, I am not 
afraid of pacifism or pacitis And yet I 
feel that it is dealing recklessly with facts to 
affirm that peace won nothing out of the late 
war. Though the world today is far enough 
from being a human brotherhood, it is, I 
believe, more at one than it ever was before 
The long list of treaties which have been 
fabricated in the past ten years mean some 
thing. They are not mere scraps of paper, 
because they have behind them a real effort 
to create harmony of purpose and of action 
among the nations. Already we are growing 
so used to them that we are losing the sense 
of their new significance. There is actually 
here a new ideal,—of a world at peace It 
would be impossible to find in the world’s 
history such another continuous series of 
attempts to fuse our many nationalisms into 
an internationalism. These attempts have 
many motives behind them. One sentiment 
lies in the remembrance of the courage and 
self-sacrifice of the boys who went to war, and 
is eager to make it true that they did not 
offer themselves in vai Therefore it will 
prove in the end that their patriotic devotion 
was not useless, that they won a new peace, 
and had their part in creating a new world. 


Address by Rev. Frederick B. Noss: 


A Thanksgiving Message to the Older 
Generation 

Youth as a whole is disgusted with the mis- 
play of past idealism, but it is not essentially 
discouraged or dismayed. It will plunge ahead 
rather blindly, I fear, to new ideals unless 
the older generation comes unselfishly to the 
rescue. I do not mean that age shall act in 
restraint of youth, but as a force to make the 
ambition of youth intelligent and progressive. 
Yours is the task, not to forbid the building, 
but to make sure that its foundations are 
upon the rock. The genuine experiences, the 
valid parts of the achievements, the real 


spiritual comforts which have been yours 


should be theirs also. Dr. Shipman has al- 
ready said that there is much in the old con 
ception of patriotism which ought to be re 
jected, and you must not hesitate about 


rejecting it however dear it may once have 


been. The young people need your help, but 
you cannot help them if you insist upon 
putting new wine into old bottles. 


Now the outstanding spiritual quality of 


nationalism was its inspiration of self 
sacrifice. That quality must not be lacking in 


the new patriotism; it is part of your task to 


see that it is not. But it must be expressed 
differently and by another symbol. The 
patriot of old offered to give his life for his 
country, The soldiers in the World War 
offered themselves for the sake of humanity. 
The new patriotism, however, does not be- 
lieve the cause of humanity can be advanced 
by war at all. It is convinced that armed devo 


tion to the state is a mistake, and it seeks to 


make the state a servant of world peace and 
idealism. This means internationalism, and 
internationalism means national sacrifice, It 
means that America shall not only lead the 
way te peace but jeopardize itself if necessary 
for the sake of peace and for the cultural and 
spiritual advantage of the world. Youth 
wants America as a nation to dedicate itself 
to this task and purpose, and it will not have 
her take a mean place in so high an endeavor. 
The older spirit of self-denial is still here, but 
it is broader, bolder and more inclusive. I 
wonder sometimes if the young really ap- 
preciate the extent of that sacrifice or are 
adequately prepared to make it. You who 
know the burden of sacrifice should make it 
known to them and teach them that nothing 
worthy is ever gained without it. Do not 
take away from them the vision which they 
have seen, but fortify them spiritually against 
losing it. 

In its new development patriotism has a 
harder task than ever before because it has in 
America so little background. We can be of no 
sensible advantage to the rest of humanity 
unless we are consciously in possession of a 
peculiar culture. We lack an unique expres- 
sion of our philosophy of living. Because we 
cannot give a reasonable explanation of our 
manner of life we are often told that we have 
no culture to speak of. It is the part of pa- 
triotism to encourage the development of the 
art and beauty of living so that we as a nation 
may be proud of it. It is not our privilege to 
urge it even when fully formed upon the rest 
of the world, but it is rather our duty to 
justify the lofty position which we hold in the 
economic and politic order by the creation an 
equally lofty culture. There are a hundred 
ways in which this may be done, but it may 
perhaps be summed up as living as so to bring 
out the best in one another. Encourage the 
highest kind of thought and action in the 
press, on the stage and in private life, but 
above all be proud of the high qualities which 
the opportunities of this continent and people 
can call out of you. Give the younger genera 
tion an interpretation of Americanism in 
which dollars and automobiles play only a 


tiny share. The soul of youth stands in need | 


of a sincere declaration of cultural idealism 
from you 

We of today may remember with thanks 
giving the discovery made so long ago by 
Isaiah that a nation can bless the world if it 
humbles itself to serve and makes known 
through its sacrifice and suffering its devotion 
to righteousness. Let us rejoice that there isa 
way so straightening and perplexed through 
which we can reach a new idealism, for there 
is no spiritual strength except by tribulation.

of food. Yet when many birds leave their 
homes the food supply in the way of insects 
is far from being exhausted. 

A love of home is advanced by some men, 
while others are inclined toward sex im- 
pulses and a desire for light. The bird 
scholars are becoming more liberal in their 
analysis of migration and believe this great 


| adventure may be influenced more or less by 


factors of a love of home, desire for light, sex 
impulses, varying temperatures, fluctuating 
food supply, and others of less importance. 
The effect of these forces depend upon the 
bird and the locality in which it resides. 

“Headin’ South” are words in which is 
more or less an attraction, even an invitation. 
While man slips down for a few hundred 
miles to flee cold weather, many of the birds 
go 1,000 miles. And this is only a short flight 
compared with some travelers. For instance, 
the golden plover which gunners hunt on the 
salt marshes at the opening of the shooting 
season. It breeds in the Arctic region, and 
when it leaves it heads for the Labrador, and 
suddenly decides to take an ocean trip in one 
long hop without pause or rest for 2,500 
miles. 

A night traveler is the warbler. Darkness 
falls, the stars come out, and the woods 
loving warbler launches itself into the air to 
swing away through the night to some 
favorite food station which may be 200 or 
more miles away. At this place it rests for a 
couple of days before taking another flight. 
Using such a method it takes the most 
direct course which is naturally the shortest, 
and a body of water will not compel a turning 
aside, Coming down to land’s end at the tip 
of Florida, it crosses the Gulf only to speed 
over Cuva, then to hop over the Caribbean 
and enter South America. I speak of the 
warbler in this case as a composite bird. 
Some of the warblers deviate a little from this 
course, but their destination is eventually 
the same. 

Take the swallow and the warbler, two 
common friends among the birds of the home 
lands. One is endowed with the beauty of 
splendid flight, while the other depends upon 
a mere fluttering from bough to bough. Yet | 
the swallow takes a more round-about way 
to go South than the weaker-winged warbler 
Here is the reason. The swallow is a day flyer 
who begins to travel somewhat early, doing 
the flight by stages but often, and catching 
its food as it travels, and following the in 
sect-haunted shores through Mexico, Central 
America, and then into South America. A 
bird of the sky and always on the wing, the 
extra 2,000 miles are as nothing. 

From August when the crested flycatcher 
took the pioneer trail southward until late in 
November, the great flight will be on, Like a 
loosely officered army yet with nothing 
resembling rout and disorder, the rush of 
waterfowl out of the North, and their size 
coupled with an open season for hunting 
makes these birds all the more conspicuous, 
Silhouetted against autumnal skies, dropping 
to earth an occasional note that is part a 
challenge and part defiance, they seem the 
spirit of time in passing, of the season itself. 

Closer to earth are the smaiier birds like 
the passers, and these small birds belong not 
so much to primitive outposts as to farm 
lands and environs of city homes. They are 
more friendly, therefore man becomes more 
intimate with their life histories. The robin 
under the eaves may not have the appeal of a 
wood duck in the swamp, while the bluebird 
in the apple tree does not attract like a wild 
goose swinging high and lonely down the sky 
but a flock of birds on high are only for the 
moment, with the impression passing 
swiftly as their flight. Down in the shrubbery 
and trees of earth the small birds are lengthy 
in pausing and it may be a matter of days 
before they take wing. Visitor as well as 
resident can be seen through understanding 
eyes. 

Small banks make up the first flocks, and 
as September turns aside to let October come 
in, the migratory movement is on with all 
force. On starry nights great flocks swing 
down the night skies and frequently does the 
ear of man hear calls to each other of in- 
dividual birds as though they were trying to 
keep the flock in dense formation, And the 
light of day may find one of these big flocks | 
come to earth, to field or wood, for rest and | 
food. To the observer's surprise there is 
usually seen a great variety of birds making 
up this flock, and many of the birds of no 
family relation to each other. Migration is a 
sort of truce where all enmities are forgotten, 
and the perils of traveling make all kin 

It is almost impossible to tell what bird 
movements will accompany weather condi 
tions. The departure of birds from a certain | 
locality is apparently hastened by the ap 
proach of a storm, and yet during the next 
year under the same conditions the birds will 
linger in the neighborhood for two or three 
weeks, Migration is not uniform.

ROGER W. BABSON SAYS EMPLOYMENT 


IS KEYNOTE OF BUSINESS SITUATION 


Inventories of Luxury Lines Are in Hands of Public Instead of Manufacturers Owing to 


Installment Selling—Hence Severity of Business Recession Will Depend 
on Extent to Which Emplomeynt Is Curtailed 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, November 
29,1929. The break in the stock market was 
not the cause of recent slowing down in 
business for business actually has been 
gradually declining since mid-summer. The 
stock market break tends to accentuate this 
decline. How far this readjustment will go, of 
course, will depend upon what underlying 
conditions really were when the stock market 
break came. There were elements of strength 
and there were elements of weakness. Among 
the strong factors were absence of c ommodity 
inflation, such as existe in 1920; strong cash 
position of the leading corporati¢ ns; anda 
good level of employment at high wages. 
Among the weaker factors were the large 
amount of installment sales; the excessive 
speculation in the stock market with conse- 
quent absorption of an undue amount of 
credit; tight money, and a somewhat over- 
stimulated rate of production in certain basic 
lines. 

Inventories in the Hands of the Public 


It is said that inventories are not large and 
this is a factor of strength in the industrial 
situation. True, inventories in the hands of 
the manufacturers are not unduly large. 
However, the inventories, particularly of 
luxury goods, are in the hands of the public, 
and are being, paid for on installments. Of 
course, there is a contract of sale for these 
goods which is more than the manufacturers 
and dealers had in 1920. Then the goods were 
piled up in producers’ warehouses and on 
dealers’ shelves. This whole question of in- 
stallment selling, however, is going through a 
vital test right now. There are some $2,000,- 
000,000 to $3,000,000,000 of goods, mostly of 
the luxury type, out on installment credit. 
As long as employ ment is not severely affec- 
ted, this situation need not cause undue alarm, 
Large scale unemployment, however, might 
bring on a serious business depression. Hence, 
the key factor to watch is the trend of em- 
ployment through the coming months. 


Luxury Lines Hit 

Undoubtedly luxury lines will be curtailed. 
Curiously enough the first reaction comes 
from Holland, where the diamond mills have 
just released a large number of workers owing 
to cancellation of orders from New York 
The latest figures which we have on employ 
ment in the United States are for the month 
of October, and consequently do not reflect 
the full influences of the stock market decline 
However, sharp decreases are shown in the 
number of workers employed in luxury lines 
A drop of ten per cent occurred in automobile 
employment, and seven per cent in tire 
plants, compared with September. Part of 
this was seasonal for the automobile and tire 
industries, but part of it was fundamental. 
Curtailment of working forces in radio 
factories is already apparent. The average for 
all groups of industries shows a decrease of 
about 1,2 per cent from September. This is 
not a serious curtailment, but it is more than 
should occur at this season of the year when 
the normal October business is slightly 
greater than September. On the other hand, 
the necessities of life, such as food, textiles, 
paper, petroleum, and coal show no decline, 
but rather show increases ranging from a 
fraction of one per cent to four per cent 

Employment Prospects 

With the exception of certain non-essential, 
or luxury goods, I do not look for the deyelop- 
ment of any serious unemployment problem 
over the next few months. However, the total 
number of working hours will probably be 
reduced as plants are forced to cut operations. 
Smaller pay envelopes and some deeline in 
purchasing power will result. This, however, 
will be offset to some extent by the decline in 
the cost of living. 

President Hoover's plan of stimulating 
employment through the pushing of public 
works and other necessary work is an excel- 
lent one. He deserves the hearty cooperation 
of the construction trades and industry in 


general. In the last analysis, the prosperity of 
this country depends upon its wage earners. 
When their purchasing power is seriously 
diminished all business suffers, When it is 
maintained at reasonably \igh levels business 
prospers. Public purchasi ig power has been 
hurt by stock market lossi-s, but the percent- 
age of people who were in the market is 
comparatively small to the total population. 
It is the adverse repercussions of the stock 
market debacle on industrial employment 
which Mr. Hoover seeks to mitigate. His 
conference with business leaders should have 
beneficial effects. 
Farmers in the Best Position 


Stock speculation was principally centered 
in the big cities, and in the industrial East. 
The farmers were not as directly involved, 
Hence, the farming regions suffered least 
from stock market losses. They are in the best 
position to buy goods. Agricultural commodity 
prices, of course, were affected sympatheti- 
cally with the smash in stocks; but on the 
whole they have recovered fairly well, The 
Federal Farm Board is aiding agriculture 
financially and helping to establish more 
orderly marketing. Employment in industries 
catering to the farmers and in centers princi- 
pally dependent on agriculture should be 
relatively better than in other lines and other 
sections. 

A Return to Business 

Executives and workers alike are now 
getting down to business and giving an honest 
day ’s work for an honest day’s pay. Efficiency 
all around should improve. Any kind of 
inflation, whether it be in stocks, land, or 
commodities is a poor foundation on which to 
build. Now that inflation in the stock market 
has been largely removed, legitimate industry 
is on a much sounder basis, and can build for 
the future with greater confidence. 

Business by the Babsonchart now stands 
at one per centabove normal compared with 
six per cent above at this time a year ago.

Gas Burned in Water to Make Steam 


A unique apparatus for generating steam 
by gas has been developed in England where- 
by the gas is burned directly in the water to 
be heated, so that all the heat units are 
absorbed by the water and the products of 
combustion are mixed with the steam and 
used for power or heat. 

The burner mixes the gas with the proper 
amount of air to insure combustion and the 
flame burns directly in the water itself. By 
this process the products of combustion, or 
hot gasses, are split up into minute bubbles 
which almost completely disappear in solu- 
tion in the water and appear ultimately on 
the surface of the fluid, in much the same 
manner as boiling water in an open pan on 
top of a stove. The size of these bubbles is 
estimated to be approximately one 1-1000 of 
a cubic inch, so that there is an immense area 
of contact between the gases and the fluid to 
be heated, making possible a complete 
extraction of the heat and the consequent 
generation of steam. Another advantage of 
this system is that the size of the boiler, to 
give any desired amount of steam, can be 
greatly reduced from that which would be 
required in the case of a boiler heated by an 
outside flame. 

This new system of generating steam 
employs a principle not much different from 
the oxygen-gas flame for cutting metal 
underneath water. In the latter case the 
flame makes a cavity in the water, making it 
possible to apply the melting flame directly 
to the metal to be cut. 


Costs of Accidents Heavy Burden on 


Street Railways 


A heavy burden is placed on the operating 
costs of a street railway as a result of acci- 
dents, amounting to from 4 to 5 per cent of 
the total revenues received by a company. 
During 1929 the total costs to the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company paid on account 
of personal injuries or property damage 
amounted to $1,400,055.56 equaling 4.09 per

cent of the total revenue, or nearly four- 
tenths of one cent for every passenger carried. 


The highest percentage for any one year 
occurred in 1910 when a total in excess of 
$834,000 was paid out for injuries and 
damages, amounting to 5.58 per cent of the 
total revenue. From this time on to 1922 
there was a fairly constant decrease, the 
amount that year being $620,000, or 1.89 
per cent of the total revenue. Since that 
time, due principally to the greatly congested 
streets through which street cars must oper- 
ate, the number of accidents and the costs 
have constantly incre ased until the total for 
the past year is the “peak” for all time, 
although the percentage of gross revenue was 
considerably less than in 1910. During the 
past three years, however, there has been a 
very slight increase in the amount paid out 
on that account. 


Last year the cost of accidents was in 
excess of the amount paid for coal to gener 
ate the power to run the railways, amounting 
to a total of more than 200,000 tons
